SMALL POX AT NAGASAKI. 
Correspondence was cisculaled concerning 
the outbreak of smallpox at Nagasaki, On 
toth Apnit Mr. R. de B. Lazard, Uritish Consul 
in that port, wrate to the Colonial Secretary in 
the Colony stating that several cases of small- 
pox had occurred in Nagasaki since February 
last, there having been 135 cases in all since 
the 18th of that mouth ‘The Japanese Authori- 
les are, however, still deliveriag clean bills of 
health to ships leaving that port. Kepl,ing to 
a telegrain sent from here on the 22nd ultimo, 
askin, for the number of cases having occurred 
in the last 48 hours, the Consul replied that on 
the 2st 13 cases had occurred and 8 on the 
2znd,
